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SEVENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 


Columbia Institution fob the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 

Washington, D. C., August 17, 1934 

Sir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1933, through June 30, 1934, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the institu¬ 
tion, known as Gallaudet College, 88 men and 54 women, a total of 142, 
representing 34 States and Canada. This is a decrease of 7 as compared 
with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School there were under instruction 41 boys and 29 girls, a total of 
seventy. This is an increase of 5 as compared with the preceding year. 
Of the total in this department 64 were admitted as beneficiaries of the 
District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 29 males and 15 females; 
discharged 25 males and 21 females. 

HEALTH 

The health of students and pupils during .the year has been good. 
Extraordinary care was taken to examine all new students physically, 
and all pupils of the primary department, both new and old, were gone 
over, with especial attention given to the prevention of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria by proper inoculation. No serious contagious diseases 
appeared during the whole year. One serious operation for old mastoid 
trouble was necessary. This operation was entirely successful. 

The bacteriological examination of our milk supply was continued 
and unusually good results were obtained throughout the whole period. 
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Physical training of students continued, with additional arrangements 
to interest everyone in one or more outdoor sports. 

COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 

Kegular courses of study both in Gallaudet College and the Kendall 
School w T ere continued and work in bacteriology was taken up again 
in the college department with a small number of students. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

Our Public Works allotment of $10,000 made it possible to do much 
needed repairs to the walks and driveways of the institution and to 
erect a steel post and mesh fence around the entire boundary line with 
the exception of the frontage on Florida Avenue, where the old picket 
fence was replaced with a new one. Ordinary repairs have been kept 
up as well as possible with funds available. Studies were made by 
elelctrical, civil, and landscape engineers to show the proper locations 
of buildings needed in future development. The first of these, a build¬ 
ing to house the library, printing office, and recitation rooms, has been 
asked for some years past and is now on the list of the requests for con¬ 
struction from Public Works fund. The report of the electrical en¬ 
gineer, however) shows that it will be necessary to spend a considerable 
amount in the enlargement of our present power plant, including erec¬ 
tion of new stack, provision of new large boiler, new electrical unit 
new pumps and hot water tank, and certain changes in the piping, elec¬ 
tric wiring, and steam heating system to care properly for any new 
building and even for our old buildings in severe weather. This work 
should be done before, or at the same time as, the construction of the 
new library and recitation building is taken up and funds have been 
also requested for this work from the Public Works appropriations. 
Whether or not the money is granted from this fund for these purposes 
the need for this construction is imperative and should be taken up as 
early a date as possible. 

Attention has also been called in previous reports to the salary scale of 
the employees of the institution, which is still below the standard 
paid in government work and in similar institutions. 

RESEARCH WORK 

Attention has also been called to the need of research work in the 
field of problems of the deaf, which all strictly professional bodies 
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dealing with the education of the deaf in this country have requested 
should be done in our institution. The only research worker connected 
with our institution, who has been supported by the National Re¬ 
search Council for two years, has nearly finished the problem on which 
he was engaged, namely the motor coordination of deaf persons as 
compared with hearing people, and no work of this kind is provided for 
the coming year. A research worker and assistant should be added 
to the employees of the institution to continue the study of important 
problems relating to the deaf.
